Tliere is at the present time such widespread discussion throughout 
Canada of the subject of immigration, together with Its allied subjects of 
assimilation of non-British peoples into the Canadian family, education of 
both the native born and new comers, including mastery of the English 
language by the latter, that it Is well people generally should have placed 
before them the actual facts and be guided by those facts, rather than gen¬ 
eral assertions in support of which no proof is advanced. It is well that 
these discussions take place, provided they are fair and reasonable and based 
upon facts rather than hearsay. As a contribution to such constructive dis¬ 
cussion of an important national question this article is written. 

According to the official census figures for the three prairie provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta for the years 1916, 1921 and 1928, 
the British-born and the foreign-born were as follows:

In other words, notwithstanding an increase in population in Manitoba 
of persons ten years of age or over of 83,386 between 1916 and 1926, there 
were 4,988 fewer persons who could not read and write. 

In Saskatchewan, with 130,775 more people ten years of age or over, 
there were 12,267 fewer people of the illiterate class. 

In Alberta, where the number of persons ten years of age or over in¬ 
creased by 92,998, the number of the illiterate decreased by 4,144. 

The official figures quoted in the above two tables conclusively show 
that the danger feared by many people of these Western Provinces losing 
their British and Canadian character is not being realized; that, on the 
contrary, the percentage of foreign-born to British-born is steadily decreas¬ 
ing. 

They further establish the fact that steadily, even rapidly, the children 
and the younger generations of non-British settlers are learning to read and 
write English, thus fitting themselves to take their place in and be efficient 
members of a common Canadian citizenship.

The wealth and the possibilities of 
the mining country of the Canadian 
north need no exaggeration, In the 
opinion of Cyril T. Young, F.R.G.S.

Eleven Hundred More Walnwriglit 

Buffalo To Be Sent To Mackenzie 
River District 

Early in June the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment wiU ship 1,100 more buffalo, 
principally year-olds, from Wiain- 
wright National Park to the Macken¬ 
zie River District in the north, as has 
been done In the past three years. A 
quarter of a century ago, anxious to 
save the buffalo from extinction, the 
Canadian Government bought a herd 
of 715 from Montana and established 
Walnwright Park. Within a few 
years, the herd grew to so many thou¬ 
sands that a slaughter was necessary 
and the buffalo meat came on the 
market. Then the scheme of shipping 
the surplus animals north was adopt¬ 
ed and found to bo very satisfactory. 
Plans are nearly completed for the 
extension of the Walnwright Pfirk 
boundaries to the Canadian National 
Railway tracks, so that travellers on

Flin Flon Railway 

More Than Half Of the Steel Has 
Now Been Laid On Branch 
Line 

Fifty-one miles or more than half 
the steel have been laid on the branch 
line from the Hudson’s Bay Railway 
to Flin Flon, according to H. A. Dix¬ 
on, chief engineer of the western lines 
of the Canadian National Railway 
who returned to Winnipeg from 
inspection of the line and also to the 
end of steel on the Hudson’s 
Railway. 

Thirteen hundred men are engaged 
in building the Flin Flon branch line, 
Mr. Dixon said, and the work Is well 
ahead of schedule. Six hundred of 
these men are busy on rock work 
the last 4 34 miles. There is a consid¬ 
erable amount If this work to be done, 
but such progress has been made that 
steel will be into the Flin Flon before 
the end of the year. Seven hundred 
men are engaged in track work, in¬ 
cluding ballasting and bridge filling 
and two steam shovels are also busy 
on this work. The discovery of a large 
deposit of suitable ballast close to the 
line will assist in expediting construc¬ 
tion.

BULGARIA IS 
DEVASTATED BY 
SECOND’QUAKE 


Sofia, Bulgaria. — A population' 
numb with despair and fear was pic¬ 
tured in reports from the Fhllltp- 
popolis district, visited by the second 
shattering earthquake within a week. 
Almost 100,000 people are shelterless. 
And the dead have not been counted. 

Their homes are in ruins, their pos¬ 
sessions gone, their highways broken. 
Bridges have been destroyed and rail¬ 
way tracks twisted on rights-of-way 
that have sunk six feet in spots. 

The changing face of nature shows 
whole hills moved and their contours 
altered. In places underground reser¬ 
voirs have broken through and are 
rpouting water and sand Uke minia¬ 
ture geysers. 

The dead are uncounted because of 
the interruptions to communications 
end the disorganization of local gov¬ 
ernments. But in Phillippopolis there 
are more than 20 dead, and 60 of the 
more than 100 injured there are in 
serious condition. In five villages 
near that city 27 persons were killed 
and scores injured. Sadavo, seat of a 
school of agriculture and model 
farms, was destroyed. 

People throughout the stricken dis¬ 
tricts are in a state of deplorable des¬ 
titution. Many have gone insane. Gov¬ 
ernment and charitable agencies are 
trying to bring order out of the chaos, 
and King Boris is on the field in per¬ 
son. He has as his immediate assis¬ 
tants, Premier Liaptcheff and M. 
VasSileff, minister of public works.

Auto Gasoline Tax 

In Saskatchewan 

Only Car Driver* To Pay Levy Of 
Three Cent* Per Gallon 

Regina.—Only gasoline used for 
automobile traffic will be liable to the 
three-cent tax to be Imposed May 1, 
by legislation that becomes effective 
May 1. 

The purchaser will pay the tax on 
all gasoline at time of purchase and 
will be given a refund on the gallon- i 
age used otherwise than that for his 
automobile, provided the amount! 
named in the application for the re¬ 
fund aUiounis to more than $3. 

Every person selling gasoline has 
to collect the tax at the time of sale 
and deliver a stamp therefor. These 
stamps, shall be purchasable from 
the Department. Every importer, 
producer, manufacturer, refiner and 
distributor is required to forward be¬ 
fore the tenth day of each month a 
return showing the number of gallons 
sold in Saskatchewan and the persons 
! to whom sold. Every dealer selling 
or delivering gasoline is required to 
I keep a record of the starrms so sold 
and to make a return beTo?e the 
tenth of every month of the outturn 
; of the same, together with the amount 
of gasoline sold. It is the duty of the 
purchaser to see that he receives a 
receipt duly stamped on the purchase 
of gasoline. 

Inspectors may be appointed under 
the regulations to see that the pay- 
j ment of the tax is made, 
j Contravention of the law renders 
| one liable to penalties of from $10 to 
$200.

“American tourists are going to stream westward from 
Manitoba this year and from 50,000 to 100,000 should reach 
Calgary,” according to Col. Webb, tourist and publicity 
representative of Manitoba. ** 

“Many of these tourists,’’ said Col. Webb. ‘‘Will go 
as far west as Calgary and then south to the States through 
the Crow’s Nest Pass to Spokane. Foi some reason they 
know that route better than the road to Vancouver.” 

The above appeared id the Good Roads magazine, and 
what business meu living in the Pass would like to see is a 
great deal more publicity given to this route through the 
Rockies. The Crow route possesses scenic beauties the 
equal of any in the Rockies, but they have never been 
lauded to the extent that they deserve, with the result that 
the trip through this pass is never thought of by many tour¬ 
ists and northern towns receive the greater part of the tour¬ 
ist business. 

There is need for a united campaign for publicity to 
include all pass towns and those on the Red Trail as far 
east as Medicine Hat. Calgary uses every effort to route 
tourist traffic through that city and on to Banff while hard¬ 
ly a thought is given in their publicity campaigns to the 
picturesque route through the Crow’s Nest Pass. It there¬ 
fore means that the effort to divert tourist traffic this way 
must come from business men, through their boards of 
trade, and to accomplish anythiug effective a collective ef¬ 
fort must be made.

Nearly 45 per cent, of the popula¬ 
tion of Saskatchewan was born with¬ 
in the province Itself, and of the 820,- 
738 persons listed 624,54& are of Bri¬ 
tish origin, according to a provincial 
report.
